Comments undercut

Many Republican voters are drawn 
to Herman Cain’s forceful cam- 
paign style. But an examination of 
his comments and proposals raises 
questions about his grasp of issues

Cain has drawn attention for 
contradictory or unorthodox com- 
ments on such topics as abortion 
and torture, and has struggled at 
times to answer questions. On a 
few occasions he has corrected 
himself, on others he has laughed 
off critics.

Boehner Backs GOP Plan 


Endorsement for tax 
overhaul comes as 
debt deadline nears 

Washington 

House Speaker John Boehner pub- 
licly blessed a Republican deficit- 
reduction plan Tuesday that would 
raise $300 billion in addition- 
al tax revenue while overhauling 
the IRS code, bucking opposition 
by some GOP colleagues wary of 
violating a longstanding point of 
party orthodoxy. 

Boehner, the top Republican 
in Congress, spoke as time grew 
perilously short for agreement by 
the deficit-fighting “supercommit- 
tee.” The panel has until a week 
from Wednesday to vote on any 
compromise, but several officials 
said that in reality, perhaps as lit- 
tle as 48 or 72 hours are available 


Meanwhile ... 

Though House Speaker John 
Boehner's voice is important for 
the debt supercommittee, his en- 
dorsement does not mean all Repub- 
licans will follow him or that a deal 
is in sight. The GOP has been unified 
for two decades in opposition to 
higher taxes, while Democrats insist 
on additional revenue before they 
will agree to cuts in such programs 
as Medicare as part of a deal, (ap) 

to the six Republicans and six 
Democrats. 

The speaker said that the plan, 
outlined by Sen. Pat Toomey, R-Pa., 
a week ago, was “a fair offer.” Add- 
ing tax reform would generate eco- 
nomic growth, he said, speaking 
as the supercommittee groped 
uncertainly for a compromise to 
reduce red ink by $1.2 trillion or 


more over a decade. 

Any deal must be certified by 
the Congressional Budget Office 
as meeting the $1.2 trillion target, 
circulated to lawmakers and post- 
ed publicly before the committee 
takes formal action. Failure to act 
would trigger $1.2 trillion in auto- 
matic deficit cuts in 2013 that both 
sides say they want to avoid. 

The full committee hasn’t met 
in several days, but various sub- 
groups have been in near con- 
stant contact. 

More than deficit reduction is 
at stake, one year into an era of 
divided government. 

Democrats are hoping to add 
elements of President Obama’s 
jobs legislation to any deficit-cut- 
ting deal, including extensions of 
a Social Security payroll tax cut 
and unemployment benefits that 
are due to expire at the end of the 
year, david espo (ap)

Emails: Energy Dept 
urged solar eompany 
to aet post- 10 eleetions 

Washington 

The Obama administration urged 
officers of the struggling solar com- 
pany Solyndra to postpone announc- 
ing planned layoffs until after the 
November 2010 midterm elections, 
newly released e-mails show. 

Solyndra, the now-shuttered 
California company, had been a 
poster child of President Obama’s 
initiative to invest in clean energies 
and received the administration’s 


first energy loan of $535 million. 
But a year ago, in October 2010, 
the solar panel manufacturer was 
quickly running out of money and 
had warned the Energy Depart- 
ment it would need emergency cash 
to avoid having to shut down. 

The new e-mails about the lay- 
off announcement were released 
Tuesday morning as part of a House 
Energy and Commerce committee 
memo, provided in advance of Ener- 
gy Secretary Steven Chu’s sched- 
uled testimony before the investi- 
gative committee Thursday. 

Solyndra’s chief executive 
warned the Energy Department 
on Oct. 25, 2010, that he intended 


Backstory 

Solyndra’s collapse has become 
a rallying cry for Republicans who 
argue that President Obama used 
his clean energy initiative to steer 
valuable loans to benefit his friends 
and donors. Argonaut is a private 
equity firm of George Kaiser, who 
advised his investor deputies on how 
to approach the White House to help 
the solar company with its finan- 
cial problems. On Nov. 3, 2010 — a 
day after the midterm elections — 
Solyndra announced it would layoff 
40 workers and 150 contractors, and 
shut down its Fab 1 factory, (twp) 


to announce worker layoffs Oct. 28. 
He said he was spurred by numer- 
ous calls from reporters and poten- 
tial investors about rumors the com- 
pany was in financial trouble and 
was planning to lay off workers and 
close one of its two plants. 

But in an Oct. 30, 2010, e-mail, 
advisers to Solyndra’s primary inves- 
tor, Argonaut Equity, explain that 
the Energy Department had strong- 
ly urged the company — which 
then complied — to put off the lay- 
off announcement until Nov. 3. The 
midterm elections were held Nov. 2 
and led to Republicans’ taking con- 
trol of the U.S. House of Represen- 
tatives.

Palestinian Divide 

Palestinian President Mahmoud Abbas 

heads the Fatah-led Palestinian Authority, 
which favors negotiated peace with Israel. The 
Palestinian Authority has governed only the 
West Bank since rival Hamas overran the Gaza 
Strip in 2007, leaving the Palestinians divided 
between two governments ever since. 


Khaled Mashaal serves as the supreme 
leader of Hamas, which has killed hundreds 
of Israelis in suicide bombings and other at- 
tacks, and has refused to renounce violence 
or accept existing partial peace accords. Any 
government that includes Hamas would be 
shunned by Israel and the West, which have la- 
beled the group a terrorist organization, (ap) 




Plan to hold elections 
marks a crucial step 
to heal a 4-year rift 

Ramallah, West Bank 

The rival Palestinian factions Fatah 
and Hamas have agreed to hold 
elections next May, a senior offi- 
cial said Tuesday, in what would 
be a major step toward ending a 
four-year rift. 

Azzam al-Ahmad, a senior Fatah 
negotiator, said the sides agreed on 
the election plan in secret talks and 
are expected to formally approve 
it Nov. 25 in Cairo. The plan calls 
for the establishment of a caretak- 
er government to prepare for the 
vote — most likely without current 
Prime Minister Salam Fayyad. 

Dismissing Fayyad would be 
a huge gamble, as he is widely 
respected in the West and key to 


ensuring hundreds of millions of 
dollars of international aid. Hamas 
objects to Fayyad’s participation in 
a caretaker government, claiming 


he is a pawn of the West. 

The Palestinians claim both 
the West Bank and Gaza for a 
future state. Israeli officials say it 


is impossible to reach peace as long 
as Hamas controls Gaza. 

Hamas and Fatah first signed a 
reconciliation plan last May calling 
for elections and a caretaker gov- 
ernment, but the plan has not been 
implemented, in part because of 
disagreements over Fayyad. 

Faj^yad said he would not stand 
in the way of an agreement. “I call 
upon the factions to find a new 
prime minister and stop claim- 
ing that I’m the obstacle, because 
I was never an obstacle and will 
never be,” he said. 

Salah Bardawil, a Hamas leader 
in Gaza, said his group is ready to 
move forward on reconciliation if 
Fayyad is out of the picture. 

Even if a deal is reached, imple- 
menting it is far from certain. The 
sides would have to agree on minis- 
ters in the new government, budget 
issues and howto combine security

Interim Leader 
In Italy Set to 
Unveil Coalition 

Rome 

Italian premier-designate Mario 
Monti on Tuesday said he is ready 
to present his new government to 
President Giorgio Napolitano on 
Wednesday after winning wide 
support for the coalition. 

Monti, the economics profes- 
sor tapped to head Italy’s next gov- 
ernment, has been holding talks 
for two days, seeking support to 
steer the eurozone’s third-largest 
economy through its deepening 
debt crisis. His government must 
then win confidence votes in both 
houses of Parliament, expected 
later this week, (ap)

Kidnappers Run Rampant in Venezuela 


Bold rescue of Nats’ 
Ramos highlights 
a swell in violence 

Valencia, Venezuela 

Alvaro Ochoa remembers it hap- 
pening fast: two cars cutting off 
his, then gunmen kidnapping him 
and his girlfriend. The two were left 
bound in a shack, while their cap- 
tors demanded tens of thousands 
of dollars in ransom money. 

Freedom came, but not with 
the kind of action-film rescue that 
delivered Washington Nation- 
als catcher Wilson Ramos from 
his abductors on Friday. Instead, 
Ochoa’s father paid up.

Ochoa’s abduction in 2010 
became one of hundreds reported 
each year in Venezuela. The gov- 
ernment has recorded 1,050 kid- 
nappings this year, 23 times as 
many as took place in President 
Hugo Chavez’s first year in office, 
1999. But surveys by the Nation- 
al Statistics Institute, a state enti- 
ty, suggest thousands more might 
take place.

Venezuela leads the region in 
abductions, far surpassing another 
country once notorious for them, 
Colombia, which last year record- 


ed 282. As Chavez campaigns for 
re-election next year, polls show 
Venezuelans believe the problem 
worsened, a challenge for Chavez 
as he tries to show that the state 
can protect Venezuelans, said ana- 
lyst Luis Vicente Leon. 

Experts place much of the blame 
for the kidnappings on an ineffec- 
tive government. Corruption is rife 
among police, and the judicial sys- 
tem, controlled by Chavez, lacks 
independence. 

“The people who kidnapped 
me weren’t specialists,” Ochoa, 28, 
said. “They were common crimi- 
nals, and what they did to me one 
day, they probably did to some- 
one else the next.” juan forero

Protests in Limbo 


In three successive days, police in riot gear in 
Portland, Ore.; Oakland, Calif.; and New York City 
swarmed into their cities’ Wall street encampments 
and roused protesters from their tents and cleared 
them out.

As many as 40 cities with Occupy protests 
across the country participated in conference calls aimed at finding nonviolent 
ways to clear encampments officials believe have become increasingly unsani- 
tary and dangerous.

A predawn raid 
on Occupy Wall 
Street muddies the

New York 

Hundreds of police officers in 
riot gear raided the Occupy Wall 
Street encampment in New York 
City in the predawn hours Tues- 
day, evicted hundreds of protest- 
ers and then demolished the tent 
city, leaving the future of the dem- 
onstration in limbo. 

The police action began around 
1 a.m. and lasted several hours as 
officers with batons and plastic 
shields pushed the protesters from 
their base at Zuccotti Park. Police 
Commissioner Ray Kelly said about 
200 people were arrested, including 
dozens who tried to resist the evic- 
tion by linking arms in a tight circle 
at the center of the park. A member 
of the City Council was among those 
arrested during the sweep. 

By 4:30 a.m., the park was

It wasn’t clear what would hap- 
pen next to the demonstration. 
Mayor Michael Bloomberg said 
protesters would be welcomed back 
but would no longer be allowed to 
erect tents or unroll sleeping bags. 
A judge’s ruling later in the day 
upheld the city’s crackdown. 

“I don’t know what we’ll do,” 
said Chris Habib, a 36-year-old 
artist from New York who was 
milling with other protesters near 
Zuccotti Park. He said he hoped 
the group could settle on a new 


protest site. He said he was con- 
fident the movement would con- 
tinue even if its flagship camp was 
dismantled. 

“A judge can’t erase a movement 
from the public mind,” he said. 

Hundreds of ousted protesters 
spent the day marching through 
Manhattan, chanting and looking 
for a new space to gather. There 
were skirmishes between protest- 
ers and police. Several journalists 
were arrested while trying to cover 
the marches. 

The surprise action came 
two days short of the two -month 
anniversary of the encampment. 
Bloomberg said he ordered the 
sweep because health and safety 
conditions had become “intolera- 
ble” in the crowded plaza. 

“From the beginning, I have said 
that the city has two principal goals: 
guaranteeing public health and safe- 
ty, and guaranteeing the protesters’ 
First Amendment rights,” he said. 
“But when those two goals clash, 
the health and safety of the public 
and our first responders must be 
the priority.” (ap)

Airport Authority Board May Grow 


Funding bill would 
also allow ‘for cause' 
member removals 

Washington 

A move by Congress may force 
changes to the board that oversees 
Reagan National and Dulles air- 
ports, and the construction of the 
new Metrorail extension to Loud- 
oun County. 

Virginia Congressman Frank 
Wolf, a Republican, is pushing for 
members of the airport authority 
board to be prohibited from serv- 
ing past the end of their terms. 
The legislation would also allow 


for members to be “removed for 
cause.” 

The bill would increase the size 
of the Metropolitan Washington 
Airports Authority board from 13 
to 17. 

Virginia would 
receive two new 
appointments and 
Maryland and the 
District would 
each receive one 
additional mem- 
ber. The chang- 
es are part of the funding bill for 
the U.S. Department of Transpor- 
tation. The House is expected to 
vote on the bill Thursday; the Sen- 
ate on Friday.

The MWAA board has opposed 
moves by Wolf to change its struc- 
ture of its board. The chairman 
and vice chairman, Charles Snel- 
ling and Tom Davis, did not imme- 
diately return calls seeking com- 
ment on the legislation. 

In a press release. Wolfs office 
said he “pushed for the changes 
after growing increasingly frus- 
trated by the board.” 


Earlier this year. Wolf and other 
lawmakers had requested the U.S. 
Department of Transportation’s

MWAA’s operations. 

“These airports are the eco- 
nomic engine for the region and 
with MWAA responsible for the 
Dulles rail project, ensuring that 
Virginia has more say and that 
board members are current and 
more accountable is more impor- 
tant than ever,” Wolf said in the 
press release. 

“Everything possible must 
be done to keep the rail project 
on budget to keep the tolls as

Backstory 

Board members for MWAA have 
typically served until their replace- 
ment is in place. But U.S. Rep Frank 
Wolf cited an incident earlier this 
year where a board member whose 
term expired in January 2009 and 
had not been replaced was voting by 
proxy from Africa. The board mem- 
ber was finally replaced in April. In 
addition, a board member’s term 
ends at the end of November, and 
Wolf said it is unclear if the replace- 
ment process has begun. “Board 
members need to be replaced when 
their terms end," Wolf said. “If the 
officials making the appointments 
know that the seat is going to be va- 
cant, maybe there will be more of an 
incentive to make appointments in a

Walmart to Open 6 D.C. Stores 


Ark. retailer grants 
Mayor Gray’s wish 
for a Ward 8 location 

Washington 

Walmart will announce Wednesday 
that it intends to open six stores in 
the District, two more than it orig- 
inally planned, and broaden its 
reach east of the Anacostia River, 
an area grappling with unemploy- 
ment and a lack of retail amenities, 
city officials said. 

The expected announcement 
will come a year after the compa- 
ny revealed its aggressive plan to 
enter D.C. for the first time, a push 
for the Arkansas-based company 
that has saturated rural and sub- 


urban areas and has begun moving 
into major urban markets. 

It also will consummate a 
dogged effort by Mayor Vincent 
C. Gray and Council Chairman 
Kwame R. Brown, a Democrat, to 
persuade Walmart to open at Sky- 
land Town Center, a long-neglected 
Southeast shopping center that has 
been mired in land disputes. 

Most recentiy. Gray, a Democrat, 
personally called Bill Simon, pres- 
ident and chief executive of Wal- 
Mart U.S., to ask what the city could 
do to get the company to expedite 
a store at Skyland. 

Besides Skyland, the other new 
site is in Fort Totten in Northeast, 
where a Walmart will fill the first 
floor of an apartment development 
called Fort Totten Square.

But they will come to town for Sun- 
day’s game against the Washing- 
ton Redskins at FedEx Field with 
their hopes suddenly buoyed for a 
stretch run to a playoff spot. 

The Cowboys are on a two-game 
winning streak and are coming off 
a performance that produced their 
most lopsided triumph in 11 years. 
Quarterback Tony Romo has pro- 
nounced the fractured rib he suf- 
fered earlier this season fully healed. 


Rookie tailback DeMarco Murray 
and unheralded wide receiver Lau- 
rent Robinson have become major 
contributors to the offense. 

Their record, at 5-4, remains 
less than dazzling. But the Cow- 
boys are on the heels of the first- 



place New York Giants (6-3) in the 
NFC East and have an advantage in 
the relative strength of the teams’ 
upcoming schedules. So there are 
plenty of reasons for the Cowboys 
to feel optimistic about their late- 
season chances as they prepare to 
face the slumping Redskins. 

This season, few NFL teams have 


been as difficult to figure out as the 
Cowboys. There have been the most 
deflating of defeats, beginning on 
opening night when Romo lost a 
fumble and threw a late intercep- 
tion to help turn a two-touchdown, 
fourth-quarter lead into a three- 
point loss to the New York Jets. 

There was an early-October 
defeat in which the Detroit Lions 
returned two interceptions of Romo 
passes for touchdowns to start their 
rally from a 27-3 deficit. There was 
a narrow loss at New England when 
the Dallas defense couldn’t stop 
Patriots quarterback Tom Brady in 
crunch time, and there was a for- 
gettable late- October performance 
at Philadelphia that resulted in a 
27-point defeat. 

But the Cowboys also won at 


San Francisco, handing the 49ers 
their lone loss of the season when 
Romo returned to the game after 
suffering his fractured rib. Romo 
also had a collapsed lung but played 
eight days later, engineering a vic- 
tory at home over the Redskins. 

“Coaches like to think, ‘Hey, I 
have an exact feel for how we’re 
going to play today,”’ Cowboys coach 
Jason Garrett said Sunday. “I think 
that’s an inexact science at best.

The United States won for just the 
second time since Jurgen Klins- 
mann took over as coach, win- 
ning 3-2 over Slovenia after Clint 
Dempsey and Jozy Altidore scored 
in a three-minute spell late in the 
first half on Tuesday.

Pepco 
is the sole distributor of electric power to homes and businesses in the District; hence the Commission will 
set Pepco’s distribution service rates in this rate case and not the cost of electricity itself. 

• Pepco requests authority to earn an 8.64% Rate of Return, including a Return on Equity of 10.75%. 
Per the PSC’s decision in Formal Case No. 1076, rendered in March 2010, Pepco’s current allowed 
Rate of Return is 8.01%, including a Return on Equity of 9.625%. 

• Pepco proposes a Reliability Investment Recovery Mechanism (“RIM”) surcharge that would provide 
for annual rate adjustments to recover the reliability related costs of certain investments in Pepco’s 
distribution system. 

• Pepco seeks cost recovery for its investments in Advanced Metering Infrastructure (“AMI”). 

• Pepco proposes to recover incremental customer care expenses relating to initiatives that Pepco 
is undertaking to enhance customer service. Pepco states that this initiative includes four major 
components; personnel, telecommunication infrastructure (hardware and software), storm 
readiness, and customer education/market research. 

• Pepco’s proposals would add about $5.00 to the monthly bill for the typical residential customer and 
increase the minimum monthly customer charge from $6.65 per month to $10.40 for the standard 
(R) class and from $6.65 to $12.39 for the All-Electric residential (AE) class.

Vaccinated Against Influenza 


Approximately 70 percent of children in 
orphanages throughout Vietnam become ill 
with the flu each year. More often than not, 
orphanages are ill equipped to handle these 
infections, which often results in this highly 
infectious illness spreading quickly in the 
form of an outbreak. While death is not a 
common result of the flu, young children are 
at a far greater risk if not treated properly. 

Recently, a CFCNCA-supported charity 
launched a program in Vietnam focused 
on administering flu vaccinations to at-risk 
orphans and their caretakers. In part, thanks 
to the money raised through the CFCNCA, 
this program provided vaccinations for 433 
orphans and 107 caretakers in five separate 
orphanages. 

Thanks to your support, these children can 
continue to learn, grow and play free of 
sickness and infection.

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After Sudden Disaster, Son of Federal 
Worker Receives Full Care 


Five years ago, Lois Wellman, an employee 
of the Department of Interior, and her family 
suffered a terrible disaster when their house 
exploded due to a propane gas leak. At the 
time of the explosion, Lois' 13-year-old son, 
Jordan, was inside the house and hit directly 
by the blast. Because of the explosion and 
the fire that quickly engulfed their home, 
Jordan suffered severe burns over 58 
percent of his body. In most cases, people 
with over 50 percent body burns seldom 
survive. 

Jordan remained in the hospital for 51 
days. He endured intense physical therapy, 
participated in a school re-entry program so 
that he would not fall behind in his education 
and underwent many surgical procedures to 
minimize his scarring. 

A CFCNCA-supported charity enabled 
Lois to reside in the hospital with her son 
throughout his stay to better care for him 
and received trauma counseling through the 


hospital. Additionally, funding aided the skin 
graft medical research that reduced much of 
Jordan's scarring. The hospital continues to 
support Jordan's recovery, and will continue 
to do so until his 21st birthday. 

Thanks to the resources and care of 
the CFCNCA-funded hospital, Jordan 
experienced a remarkable recovery and 
today is a freshman at Ohio State. 

This year marks Lois' third straight year as a 
Keyworker for the campaign. When speaking 
to her fellow Federal employees at campaign 
gatherings, Lois always advises people to 
look around them, because somewhere in 
the audience there is somebody whose life, 
or whose child's life, their support may help 
to save.
